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Social Attitudes 
Said Changing 


This century has a diz­ 
zying record of technological 
and social change. 
Many are now saying that 
sex roles are undergoing a 
radical upheaval too. Are 
they really? If so. how will it 
all affect childrearing0 
Social historians point to 
the roles man and woman 
have played out as father 
and mother for so long. 
Seventy-five 
years 
ago, 
pop was still boss of the 
family-as he had been for 
centuries. He worked and 
brought in the paycheck. He 
expected mom to have his 
house in order. 
Mom took care of the kids, 
did the shopping and fixed all 
the meals. 
Pop rarely took time with 
his children unless it was 
reported that they had done 
something wtong 
He was 
provider, 
counselor 
and 
disciplinarian. Nurturing 
was the woman’s task. 
The 
two 
world 
wars 
marked serious changes in 
our social attitudes. Women 
started to work outside the 
home 
in 
unprecedented 
numbers. They got the vote 
and are now asking for equal 
pay for equal work, and 
demanding an absolute end 
to sexist discrimination of all 
kinds. If enough states ratify 
the new equal rights con­ 
s t i t u t io n 
a m e n d m e n t 
( E R A ) , 
which 
makes 
diescrimanation on sexual 
grounds illegal, new social 
attitudes are bound to follow 
The changes are affecting 
men, too. 
Young couples and talking 
about joint sharing of the 
r e s p o n s i b i l i t i e s 
f o r 
childrearing. In the opinion 
of many, if the woman wants 
to pursue a career, the man 
should assist her and take 
care of the kids when her job 
demands it. Housekeeping, 
shopping and even cooking 
chores 
should 
be 
shared 
equally. 
From time to time you 
read a newspaper story or 
see a TV news segment 
about a man who does the 
housekeeping 
while 
the 
woman works or a man who

Dr. Manaster challenged 
the entire class to go out and 
find if this were actually so.
